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Business Signs Encourage 
Gratifying and _ satisfactory 
continued improvement in business is pre- 
sented every day as records of activities in 
one and another line or field are published. 
Business is making practical use of its 
“breathing spell” in thinking as well as in 
action, the major reason for this being that 
business had acquired a deal of its old 
self-confidence some months before the 
President announced a let-up in experi- 
mental political economy of the new type. 
Business had also begun to improve steadily 
around the middle of this year; and, having 
got the habit, it has kept on improving. 
Today the evidence of business improve- 
ment is so clear that the statements of gov- 
ernment agencies, heretofore in large 
measure self-heartening, can be readily sub- 

stantiated with factual data. 

Industrial production, according to data 
compiled by the Federal Reserve System, 
stood 17.8 percent above the corresponding 
level of 1934 in August, this year. This 
gratifying gain was made in spite of de- 
creased activity in the important field of 
mineral production in August, and the en- 
couragement of the comparison is enhanced 
by the fact that manufacturing production 
showed a gain of 20.8 percent over the year. 
This gain is well reflected in the activities 
of the industries in the chemical group—a 
natural response—and comment in letters 
received by the ReporTER almost wholly 
indicates a substantial improvement in de- 
mand from major consuming industries and 
a healthy sentiment of general confidence. 

The productive activity of general indus- 
try is being well matched by improvement 
in the distributive movement of goods. 
Freight car loadings reached, in the week 
ended September 14, the largest total record- 
ed since 1931. The increase, in comparison 
with the corresponding period in 1934, ap- 
plied to all classifications with the exception 
of livestock, shipments of which a year ago 
were abnormally large because of the trans- 
porting of cattle from drought areas. Ship- 
ments of merchandise and miscellaneous 
freight (the direct index to activity in manu- 
facturing and the distribution of manufac- 
tured products) stood in the record week 
7 percent above the corresponding 1934 
level. Passenger travel on the railroads has 
also been heavier than that in the 1934 
season, one reason for this being that more 
persons have been returning from vacations 
because more could afford to take vacations 
this year. It is natural that the railroads are 
reporting increased buying of equipment: 
they have some money. 

When the observer moves to the last step 
in the process of distribution he finds addi- 
tional evidence of business improvement. 
The government record of department store 
sales shows a gain of 4 percent over those 
in 1934 during the eight months ended Au- 
gust 31; and this rate of increase was being 
maintained at the end of the period. Sales 
of chain drug stores increased 5.4 percent 
over the year; sales of all chain stores in- 
creased about 9 percent. Sales of paints, var- 
nishes, and lacquers in the first seven 
months of this year were 16.7 percent great- 
er in value than those in the correspond- 
ing period in 1934. Sales of automobiles in- 
creased subst: intially this year. Sales of con- 
fectionery and related products in the first 
eight months of this year were 8 percent 
larger in value than those in the correspond- 
ing period in 1934. More wearing apparel 
is being bought this year. It is evident that 


there is more money to be spent, and this 
means that more money is being made. The 
most encouraging thing about this is that 
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the money is largely being made in business, 
and not in the operations of those who exist 
by easier and riskier means. 


Starting with the Farmer 


Of course the farmer has had more money 
to spend as a result of this year’s harvests. 
But, he did not get it all in the form of 
relief. His earnings this year from market- 
ing up to the last of August gave him as 
much more as he added to his income 
through gifts from the government. The 
farmer has been spending his money. He 
has bought more equipment and more store 
goods for consumption. Hence the benefi- 
cences bestowed upon him have been cir- 
culated, with profit for somebody else in 
each transaction. To an extent the so-called 
“subsidizing” of the farmer has been a not 
unprofitable casting of bread upon the 
waters, in much the same manner as has 
been the tariff protection of industry, which 
some folks also call “subsidizing.” ~ 

The foreign trade of the United States 
reached a volume in August which had not 
been matched in that month since 1930. Im- 
ports and exports both set a record. But, 
Alas for the theories of the more voluble 
exponents of foreign trade expansion! ex- 
ports in August were but 0.1 percent greater 
in value than those August, 1934; while 
imports showed a gain of 42.4 percent: and 
the export balance for the first eight months 
of this year was but $27,279,000, against 
$259,124,000 at the same time a year ago. 
Domestic manufacturing would have made 
a still better showing if it had that differ- 
ence of $231,845,000 to its credit. 

Confidence is growing in business circles. 
Plans to spend $50,000,000, $100,000,000, and 
more in expansion and replacements are 
to Le read about in the daily press with in- 
creasing frequency. Many of these plans— 
the larger ones—are being laid by eae 
in the capital, or heavy, goods industries. 
Kvidently these expenditures on the pro- 
duction side will be matched with efforts 
to increase sales, and there are good rea- 
sons to believe that lagging in this respect 
has had more than a little to do with the 
relatively slow recovery of the “heavy” in- 
dustries. Now that confidence—self-confi- 
dence, which is the basic sort—is spreading 
to the laggards and the idea that business 
improvement must be effected by increased 
capitalization is fading, business should im- 
prove still more ri apidly. 


More Men Making Money 


In addition to the making of more money 
by many men from their businesses—includ- 
ing that of farming—the improvement of 
business is reciprocally bringing about and 
being stimulated by the fact that more men 
are making money. Manufacturing industry 
increased its employment by 180,000 be- 
tween July 15 and August 15, bringing the 
total up to almost 3 percent above the Au- 
eust, 1934, level. It is significant that this 
increase (over the year) was wholly in the 
durable yoods industries. 

Payroll totals in August stood 12 percent 
above the corresponding 1934 level, indicat- 
ing that the average wage had been in- 
creased 9 percent. Hence, not only are more 
men making money, but those who were 
making money a year ago are making more 
today. On this fact it is easy to base the 
improvement in business. 

Although they had been leading the way 
for several years, the industries in the chem- 
ical group kept on helping themselves by em- 
ploying more men: their records for August 
show an employment gain of 0.8 percent 
over the year. They furthermore showed 
gain of 8.6 percent in payroll totals, which

is equivalent to an average increase of 7.6 
percent in wages. That is a very creditable 
showing for a group of industries which 
over the year paid wages averaging 7 per- 
cent closer to its 1923-25 schedule than 
were those in manufacturing industry in 
general. 

It is the spending of money that makes 
business better. It is plain that the money 
that will help business is that which is in 
the hands of those who will spend it—must 
spend it. Of course, money that is invested 
in business helps business. A fact that is 
frequently overlooked, however, is that too 
much money can be invested in business, 
but too much money cannot be spent with 
business. The greater the number of men 
who have money to spend with business, 
the greater the amount of money that will 
be spent with business. Business is wise in 
investing money (wages and salaries) in 
men who will and must spend what they 
make. 


Construction Making Business 

Building construction is playing a large 
part in the improving of business. Some 
idea of the magnitude of this part can be 
got from the government records. These 
records show that building permits issued 
in August, this year, were the largest in 
number for any month since October, 1931; 
they exceeded those in August, 1934, by 23.6 
percent, and represented an increase of 95.7 
percent in the estimated cost of the work. 

Perhaps the broadest significance of this 
increase in building construction lies in the 
fact that the number of new residential 
building permits issued in August was 178.6 
percent greater than that for August, 1934, 
and the estimated cost was 207.6 percent 
greater. The country has been in need of 
residential buildings. Construction of this 
type of buildings will not result in costly 
This type of construction spreads 
work widely. It provides spending money 
for many men who need it. It brings busi- 
ness to dealers in the scores of materials that 
go into the construction of homes; and these 
men also need money to spend. 

Doubtless the Federal housing program 
has helped to stimulate residential building 
and the repairing and modernization of 
homes, but the larger part of the promotion 
of this activity has been the result of the 
reflection of the returning confidence of 
general business in itself, 

Building construction stimulates business 
at many points. Its effects are directly re- 
sponsible for the recent record output of 
lumber, which, in the week ended Septem- 
ber 14, was the largest since May 23, 1931, 
and exceeded that in the corresponding week 
in September, 1934, by 37 percent—and ship- 
ments of lumber and orders for lumber were 
justified the production

Building construction and renovation are 
important factors in connection with the 
increase of 19 percent in the value of trade 
sales of paints, varnishes, and lacquers 
shown by comparison of the records for the 
first seven months of this year and last. 
It had much to do with the making of the 

gains reported by the flat glass industry ; 
sichneadh some of this vear’s increase of 85.5 
percent in the output of plate glass can be 
laid to the greater activity of the automo- 
tive industry. And it is a rather sound eco- 
nomic belief that, when building construc- 
tion is advancing, business in general is 
In this, as in all other factors of busi- 
interdependence, the effects are re- 
ciprocal and improvement in building con- 
struction makes general business better.

Mustard Gas dk tne Also 
Named by President in 
Munitions Ban 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25, 1935. 
The only chemicals appearing on the 
list of munitions promulgated by Presi- 


dent Roosevelt under the neutrality 
act today are mustard gas, lewisite, 
ethyldichlorarsin and methyldichlorar- 
sin. 


After November 29 all manufacturers, 
importers, and exporters of these ma- 
terials and other arms and implements 
of war named in the proclamation must 
be licensed by the Department of State 
under the terms of the neutrality reso- 


lution adopted in the last session of 
Congress. 

The list was drawn up by the Na- 
tional Munitions Control Board, com- 


posed of cabinet officers. Registration 
of manufacturers, exporters, and im- 
porters and issuance of licenses for ex- 
portation and importation will rest 
With the Department of State, and a 
new office has been created in that 
department, known as the Office of 
Arms and Munitions Control, under 
the direction of Joseph C. Green. 
This section of the neutrality resolu- 


tion is effective regardless of war or 
peace conditions, but if the President 
should proclaim that a state of wan 
exists in any part of the world, an 
embargo on the export of munitions 
would come into effect and it is prob-

The association asked postponement 
to April 1 to permit study of reports 
that tertiary butyl aleohol has a bad 
odor, causes damage to the skin in 
certain combinations, and may disturb 


the manufacture of perfumes and toilet 


articles made from these formulas. The 
Treasury Department replied that the 
one-eighth of one percent of the butyl 
compound in the alcohol was tuo small 
to cause alarm 

A serious question with reference to 
the revised denaturing formulas con- 
taining tertiary butyl alcohol was 
raised by the Industrial Alcohol In- 
stitute, through its counsel, James IP’ 
McGovern, on the fact that a United 
States patent covering the use of this 
butyl compound as a denaturant tor 
alcohol was eranted in July, 1933, to 
Colvert and by him assigned to Van 
Schaack Brothers. The institute con- 
tended that it was inequitable to re- 
quire producers of denatured alcohol 
to pay royalties by reason of official 
requirement of the use of a patented 


denaturant 


The Treasury Department officials 
were not moved to change theh 
ittitude b this presentment They 
declared that existence of the patent 
would not affeet the official authoriza- 
tion and permissive use of tertiary 
butyl] aleohol as a denaturant They 
held also that the patent in question 
Was invalid because possessing no 
novel features, and they expressed 
doubt of the validity of the action of 
the Patent Office in granting a patent 
applying to the denaturing of alcohol

Coaltar Chemicals 


Production of Benzol in August Gains Ten Percent Over July — 
Steel Output Up by A. I. & S. 1. Figures — Naphthalene 
Firm As Contracts Pend—Xylol Stocks Low 


Demand for coaltar chemicals con- 
tinued to be very good during the past 
week. Firmness featured prices on 
benzol and totuol, and notwithstanding 
expanded production for the former, 
requirements of the consuming trade 
continued to account well for the out- 
put of the producers. Reserve stocks 
of xylol and solvent naphtha were very 
small, when they existed at all; reports 
indicated that production was moving 
to buyers promptly as ready Naphtha- 
lene was firmly maintained at recent 
prices with contract renewals not far 
away. Routine movement of creosote 
oil was noted. Coaltar acids were 
rather quiet and the call was quiet to 
irregular in most instances. The posi-

tion of other intermediates lacked 
change either as to demand or as to 
prices quoted. Uncertainty in the tex- 
tile field, which has shown signs of 
improving, led to a market of consery- 
ative proportions so far as coaltar 
colors were concerned, 

According to the monthly coke and 
byproducts report of the United States 
Bureau of Mines, production of coke 
increased substantially in August. The 
output of both beehive and byproduct 
coke totaled 2,833,707 tons, equal to 
91,678 tons per working day, which was 
an increase of 8.4 percent when com- 
pared with the July rate of 84,556 tons. 
The increase in output was attributed 
to improved activities in the iron and 
steel industry where the daily rate of 
pig iron output increased 15.9 percent 
during the same period. 

Output of byproduct coke for the 
month of August was 2,777,607 tons, 
or 89,600 tons per day. is was an 
increase of 8.2 percent over the July 
production. Practically all of the in- 
crease occurred at furnace’ plants 
where the daily average of 60,190 tons 
Was 11.4 percent higher than in July. 
The merchant plants rate’ increased 
but 2.2 percent, 

Stocks of coke at the byproducts 
plants were 6.6 percent higher at the 
end of August than at the beginning of 
the month. Merchant plants increased 
their stock piles by 11 percent while 
the furnace plant reserves remained 
practically unchanged, 

Estimated production of benzol in 
August was 6,668,000 gallons, as com- 
pared with 6,062,000 gallons in July, a 
gain of 10 percent, while in August, 
1934, the production was $544,000 
gallons 

Total production during the = first 
eight months of this year were 49,197,- 
000 gallons as against 47,997,000 gal- 
lons during the corresponding period 
last year. Recovery of light oil in 
August amounted to 11,589,664 gallons 
which compared with 10,707,585 gallons 
recovered in July and 9,586,019 gallons 
in August, 1934 The total recovered 
during the first eight months of this 
vear was 91,819,411 gallons, as cCom- 
pare with 91,715,023 gallons in the cor- 
responding period in 1934.

uccording to Iron Age. This decrease 
was attributed to delay of the auto- 
motive industry in getting production 
of new models under way. Figures 
offered by the American Iron & Steel 
Institute made production 48.9 percent 
of capacity, which compared with 48.3 
percent production in the previous week 
and 49.7 percent in the week prior to 
that. The increase was 1.2 percent ac- 
cording to the figures of the Institute. 
A year ago, production was at 24.2 per- 
cent of capacity, also according to the 
Institute’s mathematics. These Insti- 
tute figures were given out on Septem- 
ber 23. Demand for benzol continued 
to be broad during the week under re- 
view. Buyers were in the market for 
their immediate requirements and the 
recently firmer tone of both buying and 
selling continued unabated. Prices 
ruled firmly but without change. 

Cresol.—Interest of buyers of this 
commodity was moderate, and sales 
appeared to be covering only the 
prompt requirements of manufacturing 
consumers. A steady tone prevailed in 
the price structure, which lacked quot- 
able change last week, 

Creosote Oil.—The firm statistical 
position of the market accounted for 
the well maintained prices on this ar- 
ticle notwithstanding the somewhat 
routine character of shipments from 
sellers to buyers. 

Cresylic Acid.— Manufacturers of syn- 
thetic resins continued to be buyers of 
this article in fairly satisfactory quan- 
tities and their business accounted 
mainly for the movement into consum- 
ing channels. Recently, a steadier un- 
dertone had governed the price posi- 
tion of the material and that improved 
position was unchanged last week. 

Naphthalene.—According to buyers, 
this contract season is close at hand 
and an expansion in activities of sell- 
ers of naphthalene was about due.

Lead Continues Firm

Peanut Oil Millers May 
Get Larger Crop Quota 


WASHINGTON, Sept 


26,1935 


The Department of Agriculture has 
estimated that it may be necessary 10 
divert to oi) as many as 252,000,000 
pounds of the 1935 commercial peanut 
crop, in order to insure a reasonable 
rice to growers, 

This estimate Was made public as 
the department announced that a pea- 
nut-diversion program for the 1935 
crop is virtually completed, and offers 
are expected to be made soon to econ 
tracting producers and to oil millers 
providing payments for diverting pea 
nuts to oil 

The proposed program follows the 
lines worked out by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration after con 
ference with growers and processors 
in Washington August 9 and 10 and 
presented at a public hearing in Wash- 


ington September 11, The objective 
of the program is to establish reason 
able prices to growers for the 193e 
peanut crop The method propos 

for accomplishing this objective is t« 
remove a portion of the 1936 crop

Bois de Rose.—Hand-to-mouth trad- 
ing was the rule most of the time last 
week. Buyers were infrequently in the 
market and those who did buy covered 
immediate requirements only. Prices 
ruled steadily in all quarters in keep- 
ing with the replacement market. 

Cananga.—Native oil was substan- 
tially cheaper under competition dur- 
ing the past week. Quotations were 
down to $2.50 to $2.60 per pound but 
sellers did not believe that the market 
would work much lower because of a 
lack of further weakness in the re- 
placement and spot markets. Rectified 
gzoods held firm for the reason that 
vields from native material were mod- 
erate. 

Caraway.—Sales were made at a 
minimum of $2 per pound and accord- 
ing to seller and quantity the range 
was to $3 per pound. Reports con- 
cerning the price trend on raw mate- 
rial continued to indicate an upward 
tendency as holders thereof were not 
disposed to sell at current quotations. 

Celery.—Prices have hardened, and 
during the past week there was no 
tendency toward shading of the market 
as currently quoted.

Chain Drug Store Sales 


Increased 5.4% in Year 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 23, 1935. 


An increase in sales of chain drug 
stores in August, 1935, over the same 


month last year is shown in a Depart- 
ment of Commerce report issued today 
as the first of a monthly series. Sales 
advanced 5.4 percent over the period 
of a year, and the August sales level 
represented also a rise of 3.2 percent 
from July. 

The percentage changes are based on 


returns from’ sixteen representative 
companies which operate more than 


thirty percent of the chain-operated 
drug stores in the country, the depart- 
ment says. Sales, as reported for 
identical stores, were reduced to a 
daily average basis, equal weight be- 
ing given to each day of the calendar 
month. The stores of reporting com- 
panies are located in thirty-five States 
and the District of Columbia. 

As this new report was inaugurated, 
the department announced also that its 
monthly figures on retail sales, which 
for a year or so have covered Massa- 
chusetts only, would be expanded to 
take in three other States. The sales 
reporting program will he developed 
gradually until all States are covered.

Solvents and Naphthas Continue Steady at Midcontinent—Rubber 


Solvents Lower at Pacific Coast Refineries—Gasoline 
Appears Stronger in Group Three Area 


Price steadiness was the outstanding 
characteristic in the market for petro- 
leum solvents, naphthas and diluents. 
As a matter of fact, price steadiness 
has characterized the entire refined oil 
market during the past thirty days. 
The recent indications that a change in 


the Midcontinent solvents market was 
unlikely is now followed by the news 
from the Pacific Coast refinery area 
that rubber solvents were the only 
products that changed in price as a

V.m.& p., naphthas, 
thinners were without change at the 
Pacific Coast refineries. The East 
Coast market continues in the position 
it has occupied for some time. Rubber 


solvents continue in the van of the 
market insofar as demands are con- 
cerned. Paint, varnish and lacquer 


manufacturers are moderately active in 
the market, but most of the purchases 
are said to be small-sized. 

The gasoiine market continues very 
steady and is even showing a strength- 
ening trend in the Midcontinent. The 
prices at Midcontinent refineries have 
not changed, but there is a distinetly 
firmer tendency, which Tulsa states is 
quite unusual for this time of the year, 
A feature which is perhaps the most 
amazing in the present market set-up 
is that the national price structure has 
hardly shown any effect from the recent 
slash in California crude oil prices. 

Petroleum products used as indus- 
trial raw materials—other than the 
solvents—continue in demand. The 
white oil market has not yet struck 
seasonal stride. Waxes are strength- 
ening. Petrolatum withdrawals con- 
tracts are reported to be quite regular.
